War as {lie Soldier Saw It—Stripped of 


Its Ulory. 


Scenes in the Hell Which Visits 


Earth for a Time. 


leo. F. Williams' "Bullet and Shell." 


There ia an embarrassment of riches in 


juoting from thi9 book. We liavo only aye.ee 
or a few extracts, which serve to show the 
ixcellence of the author's style. Of the I tattle 
iceuea one of the best ia the following, which 
describes the effect of musketry at Clianccl- 
oraville: 


"Neither the major nor myself could iliniin- 


juish the troops at work, for the ground IVIIB 
covered by a dense white smoke, tho line of 
Toastworks being marked only by a iiovcc and 
angry light playing through the sulphurous 
•apor. It was the constant flash from thous- 
ands of muskets and so continuous was the f usi- 
ade that the flamo novor entirely died away. 
As wo looked a brighter, blinding light appeared 
'or an instant in the field, and I knew that one 
if the ammunition wagons had been set on tire 
>y a Confederate shell. The air was a momont 
after filled with a perfect cascade of fragments. 
The body of & man rose among the flame ami 
smoke enveloping the vehicle and then came 
.ambling headlong to the ground. The horses 
ittached to an empty wagon near us took fright, 
lashing wildly into the woods, their; progress 
'illy boing2s^°Pl10£l by *^° trees, while the ill- 
(ated 
driver 
was 
hurled 
from 
his 


neat and^killed. 
Still there was no slackou- 


ug 
in 
the 
murderous 
musketry, 
the 


struggle increasing in fury until the woods in 
which the opposing lines were fighting actually 
caught fire. A blinding smoko soon covered 
the whole field and penetrated the entire forest. 
Among the trees beyond whero the wagons 
iad been wrecked two or three dozen coatlesa 
eurgeous were at work, their arma bare to the 
alioulder, all busy at their horrid task of am- 
putation. Uncle tables had been erected in ir- 
regular rows, and on each lay a mutilated sol- 
dier, losing a part of his shattered and bleed- 
ing 
body. 
Groans 
and 
piteous 
cries 


resounded in those forest shambles. 
It 


seemed as if liell itself had come on.earth for a 


me." 
The finest chapters of the book are given to 


Gettysburg and the "Wilderness. The great 
battle in Pennsylvania, which turned the tide 
of the rebellion, is described in detail, and 
oue of the superb passages which;stir the.bloocl 
is this, depicting the famous charge of Long- 
street, on which huugjthe last hopes of a con- 
federate victory. 


"As yet no 1'oderat inusketry had broken 
out, our veterans knowing too well .the value 
of every bullet in a crisis like this. Still the 
assaulting liuos continued 
to 
march on, 


until it seemed, from where I was standing, 
that the leading one touched the breastworks 
along our center. Then and only then, a vivid 
Hash sprang from the earth, followed by a 
sharp rattle as the Federal skirmish line 
opened fire. The volley had no apparent ef- 
fect on the Confederates, who continued to 
advance steadily, sweeping the skirmishers 
before them like chaff in the wind A minute 
later 11 deafening crash of musketry broke 
upon the ear and we knew that the main linu 
had opened lire. 
Despite the sunlight, the 


name from our men's muskets could be die- 
tinguiahod as it played to and fro along Cem- 
etery ridge. 
Thou for the first time the 


Confederate line seemed to waver; but 
only for an instant, for it soon rallied, 
and, as if by one common impulse, dashed 
itself 
like 
a 
mighty 
wave against the 


wall of stool before it. The Federal artillery 
on the higher ground behind our infantry now 
tore the enemy's ranks with a storm of iron 
bulls until it aeonied that none could stand be- 
fore them and live. 
But the troops under 


Longstroet had gained an . impetus which car- 
ried them clear up to and at intervals into our 
lines. 
For twenty minutes the terrible hand- 


to-hand struggle continued, and 1 saw by the 
midden movements of Hancock's corps that his 
line bad been pierced and broken. 
It wtis, 
however, soon reformed; and, although the 
second line of the Confederates joined aud 
strengthened the first, onr defense was too 
tierce and stubborn to bo overcome. Finally 
the attacking force quivered and a moment 
later the entire body was in full retreat." 


In another voin is this sombre picture of a 


light of wandering over the field or the Wild- 
ruoss,;iost among the dead. 
'•Once, during my wanderingB over the field 


in the darkness, I tumbled at full length over 
two bodies. My horror increased at finding 
my face close to the swollen and bloody fea- 
tures of the dead man who lay uppermost 
The corpses seemed to be everywhere, for at 
times I could not put my foot to the ground 
without feeling aome portion of a man's bodv 
beneath it. Turn where I would, I found my- 
self surrounded by these revolting evidences 
of man's hatred aud strife. My head grew 
dizzy and a feeling of sickness crept over mo 
i\s 1 "staggered over the ground, carpeted as it 
was with the slain of both armies. 
Hero 


were confused heaps of dead men, Federal 
and Confederate, lying mingled as they fell 
righting one another. Feeling my way among 
them, I found throe or four lying clone 
together, aide by Bide, at their feet another 
body, at their heads two more. One ^oor fcl- 
low'had evidently struggled a moment for life 
after receiving hie mortal wound, then pillow- 
ing his head on the breast of a dead comrade, 
lay passive as death swept his dark wiuga 
over the plain. 
Judging from the position 


of some other bodies I stumbled over a few 
paces beyond, a fearful shower of grape aud 
canister nmat have torn the ranks of a regi- 
ment into shreds; for fifty or sixty men lay 
here in a row. some on their faces, others on 
their backs, while the attitudes of a few bo- 
traved the agony endured before death ended 
their emfforiugs. Though these bodies rcnld 
be but dimly seen in the darkness, 1 fancied 
the glazed eyes of the dead were leerinc ut ni". 
Leaving the sleeping battalion, I camo across 
the corpse of a little drummer boy, who la/ 
with his arms still clasped around his drum, 
his head shattered by a shell. Brave boy! he 
had beaten his last rata plan. Now the scab- 
bard of a sword jingled »s my uncertain 
Coot struck it, the wearer being in a sitting 
posture, his legs scattered by a round shot." 
The dark side of war also is seen in the 


htories of the living wounded, and one of the 
many scenes of this character ia the following 
group of Union men in an old barn, among 
whom the author was thruat after liis capture 
on the field of the Wilderness: 


'•We were a rather grewsome lot of fellows: 


for there was not a sound man among us aud 
our wounds were becoming stiff and sore. 
Opposite me sat a tali sergeant, the chevrons 
mi his right sleeve being half ripped off by the 
bullet which hftd shattered hia arm. Beside 
him sat a stunted specimen of Immunity, with 
an enormous beard spread all over bis face as 
if nature had sought to make him some recom- 
pense for ids abbreviated stature; but though 
the beard ordinarily hid MB faco to the eyes, it 
was now parted on oue cheek by a gleaming 
c'icatrico, like 1be mark of a tornado I had 
once seen on the mountains near Aidie gap. 
One had his temples bound up with a dim- 
handkerchief, which did not prevnut the blood 
trickling down his faco to the corner of liis 
mouth, 'from which hv> wiped it with his cuff 
the hotter to masticate hia food. Another poor 
fellow had been wounded in both arms, a»d it 
was painful to sea him try to '• get a cracker to 
his mouth, only succeeding when a companion, 
noticing his plight, hold it up for him to bite."

Bat the very oldest tree in the 
world, ao far as can be ascertained, is the Bo 
tree, of the sacred city of Amarapoora, Bnr- 
nrnh. It was planted 338 B. C., »nd is, there- 
fore, now :!,170 years old. It is referred to in 
historic domestic documents 182 A. D.( and 283 
A. D. According to tradition it is the tree un- 
der which Knddha reclined when he underwent 
his apotheosis. Its leaves are deemed sacred 
and the tr*< is caver cut with a knife, while the 
leaves which fall from it are raUgioualy pre- 
served aa charms.

Two more (null followed, 


in both of which the jury failed to 
agroe. Upon tho fourth trial the 
prisoner made an agreement with tho 
stale's attorney to plead guilty to 
m\irdor in the second degree, upon 
condition that bin sentence bo im- 
prisonment for a period not longer 
than ten years. 
Under this plea, 


however, ho was sentenced in im- 
prisonment for twonty-livo years. 
He again appealed, and the judg- 
ment of the lower court was reversed, 
by the supreme court, and tho cause 
for a second time remanded. 
Upon 


bin next trial, tho prisoner refused to 
withdraw his pleu of guilty of mur 
der in the second degree, or to make 
another plea, whereupon the court 
ordered a plea of not guilty to bo en 
tared for him, and ho was iigniu 
tried for murder in the tirst degree, 
found guilty and sentenced to death, 
lie appealed 
successively to the 


Court of Appeals and 
t<> llui Su- 


preme Court oE the state. 
In butt: 


of these tribunals the sentence ol 
the court bolow was afiirmod. 
The 


sentence was then orderel to bo ex 
seated on August 24, lbS2, but be 
fore that time, Judge Miller, of the 
United States Supremo Court, grant 
t«l a writ of error, and the case was 
brought here for a final review. Uu 
der the constitution and laws of the 
state of Missouri, at tho time the of 
fonse was committed and indictment 
found, the prisoner could not be 
tried for murder in the first degree 
for he had been convicted and plead 
od gnilty to murder in the soconc 
degree, but under the constitution o 
1875, as construed by the Supreme 
court of Missouri, one indicted for 
murder in the first degree and con 
victed or sentenced on a plea o 
guilty of murder in tho second de 
greee, may be again tried for mur 
der in the first degree in case of an 
appeal and reversal. 
It was con 


tended in all the courts by prisoner's 
counsel, that the section of the state 
constitution of 1875, adopted subse 
qnent to the pending of the indict 
ment, could not be applied to the 
prisoner's case; that it changed the 
punishment; that it was an e: 
post facto law, and as such was 
repugnant to the constitution of th 
United States. Justice Miller, in t 
long and carfully written opinion 
rendered the decision of this cour 
which may be briefly 
summed uj 


as follows: "We are of the opinion 
that any law passed after the com 
mission of an offense which, in relation 
to that offence or its consequences 
alters the situation of the party to his 
disadvantage, is an ex post facto law 
No one can be" criminally punish»d in 
this country except according to thi 
law prescribed for his government b' 
sovereign authority before the offend 
was committed, and which existed a 
a law at the time. The provision o 
the constitution of Missouri whicl 
denies to the plaintiff in error the 
benefit which the previous law gave 
iiim, of acquittal of the charge o 
murder in the first degree, on a con 
•fiction of murder in the second de 
gree, 'is to his case an ex post facto 
law, within the meaning of the con 


stitation of the United States; and 
For error of the supreme court of 
Missouri, in holding otherwise, its 
judgment is reversed and the case 
•emaoded to it with direction to re- 
verse the judgment of the criminal 
iourt of St Louis, and for such fur- 
hur proceedings as are not incon- 
sistent with this opinion."

moving about long after midnight 
and sometimes I have listened to his 
toady and continued pacing across 
ho floor '^hen every one else in the 
jouse wa-i slumbering, and wondered 
what was disturbing him."

pepsia might have been the agent," 
suggested the Critic.
